RE DISCONTINUANCE OF SUMMER COURSES, 1942

Because of conditions brought about by the war, the Department 
of Education will not provide summer courses this year, and will not 
expect teachers to take special courses during the holidays. Until 
Departmental summer courses are restored, all Interim certificates will 
remain valid, and the Department will continue its policy of granting 
temporary standing to a suitable person not fully qualified on the 
request of a school board which finds it impossible to obtain a fully 
qualified teacher. 


The Minister of Education urges every teacher who can do so 
to spend part at least of the summer holidays in farm work. Informa- 
tion with respect to placement on farms where help is urgently needed 
may be obtained from the Director of Farm Service Forces, Department 
of Labour, Parliament Buildings, Toronto. 


RE THE PROVISIONAL HIGH SCHOOL 
ASSISTANT’S CERTIFICATE

Assistants for the year 1942-43 and also exemption from attendance

(b) Permanent First Class certificates, and who have been graded 
better than average by the Inspectors for at least two years, or 


(c) Interim First Class certificates, and who have had at least three 
years’ successful teaching experience in a Public, Separate, or 
Continuation School, or 
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(d) Permanent Second Class certificates obtained after attendance 
at the Second Year Normal School Course, or

six years’ successful teaching experience in a Public or Sepa 
School, or

(f) Vocational certificates, and who have had at least two years’ 
successful teaching experience in the Vocational schools.
